No Sunday School worker, how- 
ever eurnest, ever undertook to 
sturt and conduct a home depart- 
ment just becuuse he knew how. 

But when the great reasons are 
presented to him, then why should 
he not move at once? 

If we stopped to do all the thines 
we know to do we would never have 
time to do the things we ought to 
do, 

Although we get the How, let us 
not fail to get the Why. 

All Sunday School activities re- 
volve around this one supreme thing; 
the study and teaching of God's Holy 
Word. 

The Home Department stands 
solely and alone for this one divine 
purpose, for which all the Sundav 
Schools exist, and if it is) worth 
while to have a Sunday Sehool at 
all, it is for the very same reason 
worth while to have a Home Depart- 
ment. 

Is not this enough ? 

Whenever there are enough well 
people in a community to have a 
Sunday School (and the Methodist 
church says ten are enough) there 
are also enough sick people, or aged 
and infirm or invalids and “Shutins” 
(not to mention the stay outs) to 
make a Home Department in the 
school big enough to hold them all. 

Many of these would thank you 
for offering them an opportunity to 
become a member of your school in 
the only way they ean do it. 

And since most of then “ean be 
had for the asking’ what does it 
mean when no one in the school is 
willing to go and ask them? 

Perhaps some of these who are 
infirm and sick at one time were as 
much interested in the Bible school 
as vou are, but they were forced to 
retire from active service. 

Now they are not remembered be- 
cause of their absence. 

Just last Sunday aftlernoon we 
called at a home where the father 
had been stricken with paralysis was 
then delirious and seemed that he 
would never regain Consciousness. 
My heart was made sad to learn he 
had not been able to walk up town 
for a year, and we, Rose Hushour 
and myself. had not taken the Home 
Department to him. A lost omnor- 
tunity. 

The Home Department will not 
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conflict with the Sunday School.how- 
ever large or small it may be. 

But vou may, from its ranks, be 
able to increase vour school without 
its having cost vou anvthing mater- 
ially. 

No sehool need bee to be excused 
for not organizing a Home Depart- 
ment from the money stand point, for 
we have proved that the Home De- 
partment not only is self sustaining, 
but that it leaves money in the treas- 
urv of the Sunday School. 

A school without a Home Depart- 
ment at this age is a misfit. 

When we have a Home Department 
we have the co-operation of the par- 
ents. The mother will study the Sun- 
dav School lesson and see that the 
children do the same. 

In this way we show the interest in 
the parents. 

In the time of Noah the people 
were divided into two Classes, .the 
saved and the lost. No less lines of 
distinction exist today, to the saved 
Jesus said “Go” this includes the 
Home Department work. 

An occasional call from some con- 
siderate Home Department worker 
might prove an angel visit for has 
not the master said? “Be not forget- 
ful to entertain strangers, for there- 

by someshave entertained angels 
unawares.” 

We cannot say there are not en- 
ough who do not attend Sundav 
School to start, a Home Department 


for if there be only one in our field ~ 


of service who does not ‘attend that 
one is enough to compose a Home 
Department. 

For Jesus said “Every creature” 
should receive the gospel. 

There is a story in the Bible of 
a “Good Shepherd” who had one 
hundred sheep.
